Swainson, 49, B a former state,senator, former lieutenant" 


governor, and former governor. Until recently he'was considered 
a leading candidate for the U.S. Senate in 1976. 


The grand jury is investigating a reported accusation by John 


Joseph Whalen, 30, who has a long criminal record, that Swainson 
was paid in 1973 to help Whalen get a new trial in a case uv 
Adrian. Whalen got a new trial and was domlcted a second time. 


In conjunction with that investigation, the Internal Revenue 


Service is questioning Swainson about his federal taxes. 


Swainson was represented by seasoned trial attorney Kronrad 


Kohl and David Sparrow, a long-time friend and campaign 
manager for his 1970 Supreme Court campaign. 


Swainson, tall and broad shouldered, knocked on room 457 in 


Detroit's Federal Building at 9:55 a.m. Monday, and the door to 
the grand jury opened.

An earlier court order, a 


temporary restraining order is- 
sued by Judge Chester J. Byrns 
on April 21, had been in effect 
against the state board of 
education staying its approval 
of the existing plan for the cen- 
tralized school The order did 
not cov.er the Intermediate 
board 


The restraining order now is 


superseded by the injunctions 


The injunctions were issued 


late in the afternoon after a 
half-day of arguments by attor- 
neys representing the state 
board, the Intermediate board, 
and plaintiffs in a suit which 
sought to stop plans for a cen- 
tralized school. 


The injunctions prohibit the 


state board from approving the 
building program part of a 
special education plan submit- 
ted by the Intermediate board. 
They also stop the Intermediate 
board from any further spend- 
ing or contracting to build the 
centralized facility until the 
state board approves the entire 
special education plan. 


A trial on the suit which 


sought to block construction of 
the centralized school had been 
scheduled for mid-June, but, 
because of the injunctions, 
"There will be no trial," 
Hughes said 


"The plan as it now exists is 


grossly .deficient as to the cen- 
tralization," Hughes said in an 
interview ontside of court. 


Commenting on the lack of 


information, Hughes said the 
state board was enjoined from 
approving the building program 
part of the plan "until such time 
as the Intermediate board set*

tahip, on the Gulf of Thailand, 
last Thursday, the day U.S. 
Marines and planes rescued the 
Mayaguez and her crew of 40. 


The Thai government was 


keeping the crew under wraps 
in an attempt to keep from an-

One said the crewmen seized 


the Mayaguez to prove their 
loyalty to the new Khmer Rouge 
regime, then had a change of 
heart and fled after other gun- 
boats joined them.

> Back in the early 1930s, frustrated in 
their effort to find sufficient evidence 
against Al Capone's criminal activi- 
ties, the FBI enlisted the help of some 
'auditors from what was then called the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


The pencil pushers backed the 


grandpappy of U.S. mobsters into a 
corner from which he elected not to 
fight out his way. 


Rather than disclose the source of 


his income Capone went to <a federal 
penitentiary on several counts of 
•criminally evading payment of the in- 
come tax. 
, Capone's imprisonment and even- 
tual death in the penitentiary momen- 
tarily slowed down organized crime. 
,.' It did not eradicate it and by the end 
of World War n the syndicate method 
of doing business illegally had ex- 
panded greatly beyond the Chicago 
empire put together by Al and had 
grown extremely sophisticated in its 
procedures. 


"Laundering," the practice of in- 


troducing money from criminal ac- 
ttiyity into outwardly legitimate en- 
terprise, had been refined into an art. 


In1961 the Justice Department per- 


suaded other agencies to lend person- 
nel skilled in tracking money from one 
source -to1 another. The Internal 
Reyenue Service, renamed from the 
old Bureau, the Secret Service (for 
counterfeiting), the Postal Depart- 
ment, the Labor Department, the 
Treasury's customs, alcohol and 
firearms branches, the Securities'and 
Exchange Commission, plus some 
state and local agencies, contributed to 
strike task forces directed by the FBI. 
The New York strike force even had 
some Canadian Mounties in its roster. 


Before the Justice Department had 


(he strike forces operating it managed 
only 49 indictments against organized 
crime. Last year the tally soared to 
2 J29, primarily in the fields of illegal 
gambling, loan sharking, narcotics, 
securities thefts, fencing stolen goods, 
prostitution rings and tax evasion. 
-.This full time, coordinated effort is 
in danger of coming to a halt. 


Donald Alexander, Commissioner t)f 


Internal Revenue, has ordered his 17 
auditors out of the task forces, 


He takes the official stance that by 


. law the IRS is charged primarily with 
collecting the bills owing by taxpayers 
to Uncle Sam and that criminal pur- 
suit is incidental lo this main function. 


Further, if Justice needs some 


auditing help, he says, it need only 
request it on specific assignments. 


In a franker moment Alexander 


confesses he does not like losing daily 
control over his staff.

breach \vas_a recent experience in 
Florida where some IRS staffers on a 
strike force hired a woman to dig into 
the sex and drinking preferences of 
some 
fairly 
prominent " natives, 


including three Federal judges. 


This upset Alexander no end. 
The Commissioner, greatly respect- 


ed for his professional competence, 
views sex and booze as an illogic when 
it comes to law enforcement. 


Edward H. Levi, the newly appoint- 


ed Attorney General, is planning to 
ask William Simon, the Treasury 
Secretary, to reverse Alexander's, 
order. 


If the highly independent minded 


Simon rejects the appeal, conceivably 
President Ford could decree a con- 
tinuation of IBS assistance. 


The IRS assignees to the strike force 


are said to hope Simon will change 
their boss' mind. 


Their work is infinitely more 


exhilarating than convincing some, 
confused individual he owes $68.56 in 
income tax rather than the $65.86 
which he reported.

The Attorney General, subject to 


Congressional budgeting, has the in- 
disputed right to hire his own auditing 
team.

However, it takes time-to find 


qualified auditors having a cops and 
robbers streak in their veins, and in

Alexander makes a point of sorts, 


but he loses sight in the overriding 
need for all government agencies to 
join the ongoing fight to launder the 
profit from crime. 


Ml Take More Than 
Eliminating The Errors 


Shortly after a congressional panel 


began investigating waste in the 
various welfare programs adminis- 
tered by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, HEW unveiled 
its own studies. The department's 
reviews tend to corroborate congres- 
sional charges that largescale waste of 
taxpayer funds may be involved in 
welfare payouts. 


In reporting on studies of the Aid to 


Familes with Dependent Children 
program — the largest single welfare 
program — Robert Carleson, welfare 


Itttttl 
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adviser to HEW Secretary Capar 
Weinberger, said: 


"We don't know how'much cheating 


there is because it hasn't been studied. 
But it's probably well in excess of ID./ 
percent and may be close to 30 per- 
cent." 


In 44,035 welfare cases representing 


53 districts, 15,537 recipients were 
found either to be ineligible or receiv- 
ing improper payments. The depart- 
ment's estimate is that SI billion a 
year is being paid out in excess of 
legitimate payments, but-considering 
the rate of error the waste could be 
much higher. 
. Whatever 
the 
actual mis- 


management 
level 
of 
welfare 


programs, it is obviously too high to be 
overlooked. Now that the shocking ex- 
tent of welfare abuse or error has been 
exposed, the root causes must be at- 
tacked and eliminated. It will be up to 
Congress to see that HEW takes wha- 
tever corrective steps are required. 


However, even if Congress could 


wave a wand and correct all the errors 
and all the cheating, the worst part of 
the welfare mess would still remain. 


The real tragedy of the nation's 


welfare system consists in the fact that 
it destroys most of the people it's 
designed to help. 


The system .is basically immoral. It 


rewards sloth, ignorance and illegi- 
timacy. One has only to look at vir- 
tually any welfare ghetto in the 
country to realize the system also 
breeds ugly disorder and violent 
crime. 
. 


No palliatives can'cure America's 


welfare scandal that is getting bigger 
and bigger with each succeeding 
generation of people who learn to live 
on someone else. It'll take 'radical , 
surgery, a return to the requirement of 
self-reliance, to rid the nation of its 
welfare ills.

That is, some of the most 


boastful on equality show up 
very badly indeed. Some of the.' 
most maligned show" up well 


For all our self criticism, the 


United States, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and the United Kingdom 
conie out very.well.- 


Not: so for France, Sweden 


and Mexico, countries' which 
unceasingly praise themselves 
on their'equality. 


In France, the top 5 per cent 


. of the population has incomes 


which average 5* times those in 
the bottom 20 per. cent. TTiat is, v 
the top 5 per cent absorbs a 
quarter of the nation's gross 
national product; the bottom 20 
per cent divides less than 2 per 
cent. 
. 


In Sweden, that bastion of 


share-the-wealth, the average 
income of the top 5 per cent is 17 
times that of the bottom 20 
: In ^Mexico, the top.5 per cent 
has Incomes which average 33 
times the average incomes of 
the bbttbta 20 per cent. 


By contrast, incomes among 


.the top 3 per cent in the U.S. . 
average out at around 10 times 
that pf the lowest 20. Very few 
countries do better.

But there are 
interesting comparisons for all 
that. Here is little Sri Lanka,

India. Some 70 to 80 per cent of 
the small island nation -are 
literate, compared with. India's 
28 per cent. Even Indonesia, 
which lags well behind India in 
per capita GNP, is credited with 
43 per cent literacy Here is 
Taiwan, with a lower per capita

In Taiwan in 1963vthe top 20 


per cent of the population had 
incomes averaging .15 times 
those of the lowest 20 per cent. 
By 1969, this ratio was lowered 
to five times South Korea 
achieved the same low ratio. 


By contrast, in Mexico, which 


has long boasted of its devotion 
to the poor, the top 20 per cent 
had incomes 10 times that of the 
lowest 20 per cent in 1990. By 
1970, the upper 20 per cent bad 
incomes averaging 16 times 
those of the poorest 20 per cent. 
The same adverse trends 
showed up in the Philippines 
and Brazil. 


None of this is meant to sug- 


gest that all incomes should be 
the same, or that equality is 
measured by relative income. It 
is> lo suggest, however, that 
theremay be something wrong 
in a country where 40 per cent of 
the population shares 7 per cent 
of the national income And 
there must be something right 
in countries like the United 
States, Taiwan, Japan, Aus- 
tralia and Canada where the 
lower 40 per cent has 20 per cent 
or,more of the nation's GNP.

of employment and prices. 


In late 1974,-Greenspan said, 


many Americans postponed 
purchases of goods they could 
get along without for a while, 


, deciding instead to save money 


to meet fixed or expected higher 
household costs in 1975. 


The extraordinarily high level, 


of layoffs made many worker* 
wonder if they would be next, 
clearly contributing to the 
erosion of consumer confidence, 
headded.

Kissinger-Grotnyko Talks 
To Focus On SALT Today 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) — 


Talks between Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko continue today 
after a warning by Kissinger 
against Russian attempts to 
exploit American failures in In- 
dochina. 


The talks today were to focus 


on the pace of the SALT nego- 
tiations in Geneva for another 
strategic 
arms 
limitation 


treaty. There was also to be a 
brief general discussion of the 
Middle East situation before 
Kissinger's departure for Bonn. 


Kissinger 
and 
Gromyko 


began Monday with a 75-minute 
session in which they faced each 
other 
with only their 
in- 


terpreters present. 


U.S. officials said Kissinger 


warned Gromyko against trying 


to take advantage 
of the 


American setbacks in Vietnam 
and Cambodia by challenging 
U.S. commitments elsewhere. 
He called Gromyko's attention 
to a speech Kissinger made last 
week in St. Louis, Mo., in which 
he warned Moscow against ad- 
venturism stemming from a 
mistaken belief in American 
weakness, the sources said. 


Gromyko objected previously 


to the St. Louis speech, criticiz- 
ing Kissinger by name for 
preaching detente on the one 
hand and calling for increased 
U.S. military strength on the 
other. 


U.S. sources said Kissinger 


gave a new warning to the Rus- 
sians to underline the Ford ad- 
ministration's determination to 
keep Moscow from testing the 
American resolve elsewhere. 


Following their private meet- 


ing Monday, Kissinger and 
Gromyko called in their experts 
on Europe and strategic nuclear 
arms for a look at specific is- 
sues of detente. 


The meeting continued for 


three hours and 45 minutes, and 
American officials said the chief 
topic of discussion was the 
European 
security summit 


conference the Russians are 
anxious to hold. 


U.S. officials said before the 


talks started that this would be 
a minor matter because real 
decisions could not be made 
without 
first 
getting 
the 


approval of the rest of the 
European governments. But in- 
formed sources said most of the 
session was spent on procedural 
matters in connection with the 
proposed conference.

Vote On Veto To Be Close 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Spon- 


sors and opponents of a bill to 
protect the environment against 
coal strip-mining agree that a 
House vote on President Ford's 
impending veto will be close. 


Ford has until midnight 


tonight to veto the bill, and 
Frank G. Zarb, head of the 
Federal Energy Administra- 
tion, said Monday the President 
will do so. The bill is almost 
identical to one that Ford pocket 
vetoed last December, thus 
avoiding 
an 
override 
vote 


because Congress was not in 
session. 


Opponents of the measure say 


their best chance at sustaining 
the veto rests in the House 
because they estimate that the 
Senate is likely to override 
Ford's objections. A bill can be 


enacted despite a presidential 
veto if two-thirds of both 
legislative-chambers approve 
an override. 


The House is tentatively 


scheduled 
to take up the 


override Wednesday. When the 
bill passed the House earlier 
this month, it won 293 to 115, or 
21 votes more than than would 
be needed to override if the 
same number of congressmen 
were voting. The Senate passed 
it by voice vote. 


The House override vote will" 


be the ninth instance of an 
override attempt of one of 
Ford's vetoes. The President 
was sustained in five of those 
votes and overriden on four oc- 
casions. 


The bill imposes national en- 


vironment curbs on coal strip 


mining, which accounts for half 
of all coal produced in the Unit- 
ed Slates. The measure also 
requires coal operators to res- 
lore land to productive use after 
mining is completed and would 
levy a tax of up to 35 cents a ton 
of coal to clean up thousands of 
acres of abandoned strip mining 
excavations, most of them in 
Appalachia. 


Zarb, in announcing Ford's 


veto, said the measure would 
decrease coal production while 
increasing unemployment and 
energy costs to consumers. 


Zarb also criticized'Congress 


for . not passing ,'a national 
energy bill requested'by Ford in 
February and suggested that 
'the strip mining measure.was a 
casualty of the impasse between 


the 
administration 
and 


Congress over energy' policy. 


"If a national energy program 


was in place and we were 
•reducing our consumption of oil, 
and measures were in place to 
gain energy- independence in the 
1980s, the President might have 
looked at this bill differently," 
said Zarb. 


"It is going to be up to the 


House," said Rep. Sam Steiger; 
R-Ariz., a leading opponent of 
the bill. "Our only chance to 
sustain the.veto.is in the House 
because we understand • 'the 
Senate would vote overwhel- 
mingly to override."

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'Open Door9 Bowl Policy May Be Near For Big Ten

An "Open Door" policy regarding post-season bowl games 


may be approved for Kg Ten foootball teams before the start 
of the 1975 football season. 


That was the surprise predktwo of University of Michigan 


athletic director Don Canham and the annual southwestern 
Michigan alumni golf outing Monday at Point O'Woods Golf 4 
Country Club. 


"In my opinion, the chances of opening other bowls to Big 


Ten teams is better than it has ever been," Canham declared 
at the conclusion of the yearly golf - and - dinner frolic. 


"1 think we have an excellent chance of getting it approved 


this year." 


Canham said that he and the athletic directors from Ohio 


Slate and Minnesota met with officials of the Pacific-S 
conference two weeks ago to try and work out some 
agreement that would lift the current ban which limits post- 
season play to the Rose Bowl game between the champions of 


the two leagues. 


He said he had been informed Monday in Chicago that the 


Pac-S had voted to open post-season play to other teams — a 
position he said was unanimous among Big Ten football, 
coaches and athletic directors. 


The next step, he said, was for each Big Ten school to take 


the matter back to its ruling faculty group within the next two 
months in hopes of getting the green light to proceed with 
further negotiations. 


Without explaining which stand was taken by the Big Ten 


coaches, the Pac-S or the Rose Bowl committee. Canham said 
that there were three different views of what changes should 
be made in the current policy. 


1. Open up post-season competition completely to any school 


in either conference. 


1 Restrict participation by teams other than the league 


champions to games played before or after New Year's Day. 


3. Limit post-season competition to the top three teams in 


each conference. 


.He said that if the Big Tern wtes to go to other bowls, the 


three groups would meet to hammer out an agreement that 
would be acceptable to alL

'The basic reason for any change, he added, "is that If only 


one team from a conference can go to a bowl game, it makes it 
extremely difficult for the have-nots to recruit players. 


"That's the basic reason the football coaches are in'favor of

recruit against Iowa State (of the Big Eight), pointing out that 
at the present time Iowa could tell prospective recruits that

Millions of tiny walleye fry 


have 
been 
released 
in 


southwestern Michigan lakes 
and overs in recent weeks, but 
very few are expected to survive 
long enough to become part of 
fishermen catches. 


"It's a gamble." says district 


Department. 
of 
Natural 


Resources fisheries biologist 
Dave Johnson, "but it is the 
best we can do right now and 
until such time as when we have 
fingerlings available. 


Receni plants of the one-half 


inch fish have included 1,975,000 
in the St. Joseph River at 


Berrien Springs; 1.000,000 each 
in Diamond and Magician Lakes 
in Cass county and 500,000 in 
Donnell Lake in Cass county. 


And in the upper reaches of 


the St. Joseph River, 1,980,000 
were put in above the Sturgis 
dam and another 20.000 went 
into a rearing pond near Men- 
don. Plans call for raising the 
rearing pond fish to a three-inch 
fingerling size before release 
into the river. ' 


The walleyes, were obtained in 


reciprocal arrangements with 
Pennsylvania and New York — 
Michigan has provided thuse 


states with salmon eggs. More 
walleyes are expected shortly 
from Minnesota, and there a 
good chance some will go into 
the St. Joseph and Kalamazo 
Rivers. 


This year's area walleye

TraH 


releases are the most extensive 
e\-er. Several years ago a large 
plant was made in Berrien 
county's Paw Paw Lake with 
Uttte or no success. There was 
also a big stocking last year in 
Diamond Lake. 


Johnson says all conditions 


must be right for the walleye fry 
to survive. Ideally, fingerling 
size fish would be released, but 
Ihey won't be available until the 
state's much-delayed warm- 
water hatchery is built. 


Johnson says the goal of the 


plants is re-establish walleye 
populations in area lakes and 


rivers which once provided gwl 
fisheries for the prized giroe 
fish. 


There are already signs of 


river 
walleye 
populations 


recovering naturally, especially 
on 
the 
Kaiamazoo. 
The 


comeback is partly credited to 
controls on sea lamprey in Lake 
Michigan and the abundance of 
forage fish (atewives).

allocated for the Lower Peninsula when the Natural Resources 
Commission sets regulations for this fall's whitetafl hunt at its 
June meeting. 


Department of Natural Resources deer specialist Dave Arnold 


say's the Lower Peninsula deer herd is growing by leans and 
bounds, and the buildup must be checked.' 


"If we didn't have a million deer last fall,'we sure look like we're 


going to have that many this fall," declares Arnold.

Arnold is calling for 20 per cent more do-e permits in the 


southern farm belt country, and'says there must also be more 
antlerless deer harvested in the northern Lower, "but we can't tell 
yet just how great it will have to be." 


There probably won't.be a doe season in the Upper Peninsula 


because there's widespread opposition to antlerless hunting 
among U.P. natives. The herd there also continues to show- the - 
stress of longer winters and hasn't shown the same growth as-the 
one in the Lower Peninsula. 
. 


Other significant changes contemplated for this November's 


season include allowing doe hunting in the northern Lower only 
during the last few days of the season. There's also a possibility 
that the present lineup of management units will undergo 
revisions.

"Right now, we're thinking of limiting antlerless hunting in the 


northern region to the last three, flve or seven days of the season," 
says Arnold. "We Hgure this will give the local hunters a better 
crack at the does and fawns, because most of the hunters from 
down state have gone home by the last week of the season " 


Last fall's system of permitting antlerless hunting only during" 


the first part of the season in southern Michigan will probably be. 
continued.

Arnold says the present management'.'-will probably be 


abandoned so the DNR and hunters can zerojin on smaller, more 
specific areas of deer'overpopulation. 


The present deer herd boom is the result of widespread habitat 


«T)rk and the huge cutback in doe permits in recent years. 


The success of these efforts can be seen in recently completed 


hunter surveys on last fall's season. DNR figures show a record 
685,000 hunters bought licenses and took a near-record number of 
bucks. The buck harvest was calculated at 86,970, second only to: 
the 89,470 bucks bagged in 1946. 


The antlerless kill last fall has been put at 5,333. This brings the 


total take to 92,303. 


DNR biologists feel checks on further growth of the whitetail 


population must be established before the deer become to -abun- 
dant for the habitat and get into a starvation situation. There's 
also the problem of car-deer highway accidents from a huge herd.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 


Michigan fishing and boating 
enthusiasts who did not have to 
register their crafts in the'past 
may have to do so this .year 
because of a new state law,

base pay which did include the 
cost of living, thereby reducing-

Therefore, my negative vote in 
accepting the budget reflected 
my opinion, first, that we have 
not lived up to our stated com- 
mitment to the employes of our 
non-bargaining unit; secondly, 
that council has at the very least 
the responsibility to validate 
these statistics to which it 
makes a judgment."
